The Victorian Secondary Teachers 
Association representative at Point

includes an explanation to ‘parents. 


She says: “As this is the 
second time this year that 
the VSTA members _ of 
Point Gellibrand High 
School and other members 
in the region have gone on 
strike over the issue of 
inspection, we feel that 
the reasons should be 
made clear. 

It has been noted that it 
is the strike which gains 
publicity rather than the 
reasons behind it. 

“It is for this reason 
that we have enclosed a 
letter which will be sent 
to all parents of our stud- 
ents in the hope that they 
will come to understand 
the issue involved. 

“Teachers do not enjoy 
striking, but there appears 


ting our objections heard. 
“Are you aware of the 
fact that an Education De- 
partment teacher is unable 
to communicate with the 
department unless it is ap- 
proved by the principal ? 
“As many principals are 
hostile to change and have 
rejected these communica- 
tions, striking is the only 
avenue left open to us. 
“There was a mass 
meeting of teachers in the 
region supporting our 
school at 30 Mirls Street, 
Newport, on Monday 
morning, April 1 
“We believe that in- 
spectors fear their redund- 
ance and are seeking justi- 
fication for maintaining 
their employment. 
“To parents: As the 
VSTA branch (12 mem- 
bers) of this school struck 
on Monday morning, we 
would like to advise par- 
ents of our policy on the 
matter of inspection. 
“VSTA policy states 
its opposition to teacher 
inspection as a method 
seeking promotion. 
It is felt that inspection 
is an unprofessional and 
degrading experience. 
“The VSTA would pre- 
fer to see all teachers 
promoted on a reference 
system whereby teachers 
are recommended by fel- 
low teachers and direct 
superiors (e.g. principal 





and_vice-principal), 
“It is-felt that these 
people within the school 


can better judge a teach-" 
er’s role and competence 
than can three inspectors 
on the basis of one in- 
terview. 

“Inspectors have not * 
taught within schools for 
a considerable time and 
cannot judge in sufficient - 
perspective the value of 
new methods and ideas. 

“It is only the staff 
within a school who can 
judge on the basis of 
actual involvement.
